PRESERVE THE GAME. 


The Sportemen and the Game Law 
; —They will see it Enforced. 
+ . To the Editor of the Times—Strm: There 
having arisen considerable dispute regard- 
ing the amended game law we wish to 
make the following statement on behalf 
of the sportsmen of this county: ‘ 
That the Act passed by the late Legisla- 
ture repealing and amending certain sec- 
tions of the game laws does not become 
‘the law until the first day of July, thereby 
leaving the old law in full force to that 
date, which prohibits the killing of both 
ducks, quail], ete., after the 15th of March, 
and the killing of doves until the first of 


July. The new bill_then becoming the 
law prohibits the killing of quail until the 
first of October and after the first of 


| March, and the killing of doves between 


the first of January and the first of June. 
The open season for deer remdins the 
same, except that it perpetually ibits 
the killing of does, antelope, elk and 
mountain sheep. That while the sport- 
ing clubs do not wish to see. any 
one punished nor do they covet or 
need any portion of the fines collected for 
the violation of these laws, yet they are 
determined to see the law ted, and 
if poachers and pot-hunters are not willing 
to. allow the game birds and animals asea- - 
son for procreation and replenishment they 
will surely be vigorously prosecuted. 
Game is a commodity and luxury relished 
by all, whether they enjoy the sport of 
hunting it or not, and there is no reason 
why the avarice of a few selfish pot-hunt- 
ers should be allowed to; annihilate the 
game of the country, when by killing one 
bird they destroy a dozen, and deprive 
the community of a luxury which is its 
inheritance, that they may gratify their 
own inhuman taste. Everyone who loves 
the pleasures of the field, whether he pos- 
sesses the nobler instincts of the true 
sportsman or not, should try and cultivate 
at least a little of that humane spirit that 
makes the sportsman love and respect his 
game, even while he pursues it, and acco 
to it a season of rest and quiet to rear its 
young and replenish his field of sport. 
It is for the purpose of compelling these 
unnatural poachers to respect their game 
that these laws are enacted, and our clubs

FOR HIGH LICENSE FEES—YES. 


The liquor license question is be- 
coming a practical one. It begins to 
prick, burn and sear the public con- 
science. It demands and deserves at- 
tention, and will not bear neglect. It 
is and affects society too 
seriously, to ignored, evaded or 
suffered to stand undisturbed.. The 
Sacramento Record-Union . demands 
higher license fees from the liquor 
trade of the city. From all classes of 
lidénse mghts the city now collects 


$26,000 a year. The Record-Union 


proposes an increase, which it esti- 
mates will . produce $89,400 from 
liquor licenses,with these additional re- 
sults,viz: “{1) All merchandise license 
tax abolished; (2) water rates reduced 
to the lowest possible figure; (3) we 
add alarge sum to the city revenues, 
enabling taxation to be reduced and 
the city made more inviting to poor 
men and to capitalists alike, with the 
consequent prosperity that must flow 
from such a condition; (4) we will, to 
a large extent, if not wholly, eliminate 
the low doggery,the deadfall and the 
robber’s roost from our system, and 
thereby lessen the expenses of our city 
government in keeping the lawless ele- 
ment in check.” 

From all quarters there is Newt a 
demand for judicious increase of li- 
cense fees. The Portland Oregonian 
recently commenced agitating the 
questior, and since then, we believe, 
the City Council has increased the 
fee from $200 to $800 a year. The 
Oregonian predicts that the effect of 
the increase will be to shut up perhaps 
one-third of the tap-rooms and drink- 
shops of the city, including all the low 
places which ought not to exist at all, 
“Who will pretend to say 
that the city would not be a gainei by 

it in every moral and material way?’ 

The Indianapolis Journal, discussing 
the license question, insists that no 
person should beallowed to sell liquors 
unless he be a freeholder, possessing 
taxable property worth not less than 
$500, exclusive of liquors, and that the 
license fees should not be less than 
$500. 

New York has 9,0 075 licensed liquor 
saloons and but 7,326 food stores. 
Mayor Edson the Steinway 

Hall meeting that the number of 
licenses should be speedily reduced, 
which could be done by increasing the 
license fee to an amount that would 
result in ‘freezing out” the doggeries 
of the common sort. There are 1,000 
unlicensed ‘places for sale of liquors in 


. the city. 


The most recent example of the work~- 
ing of a high license system for the bar- 
rooms isin Bloomington, Ill. There 
are thirty-two saloons in the place, and 
a population of nearly 20,000. The 
fees are $50 a montly, or $600 a year, 


- and this brings into the city $19,200 a 


year, nearly one-third the whole rev- 
enue. The saloons are said to be or- 
derly, and generally in the hands of 
snubetantial mon, who vwu the build- 
ings in which they are kept, and who 
would stubbornly resist a return to low 
license. The present arrangement has 
prevailed nearly twenty years, and is, 
therefore, no longer an experiment. 
The general attention that is being 
given to the license question proves 
that it is a living issue. It is the first 
practical and safe step in true temper- 
ance reform. The elemination of the 
low doggery, “the deadfall and the 
robber’s roost from our system” will 
be a great point gained. The dis- 
couragement of the pernicious practice 
of “stand-up drinks” will be another-

A SENSATIONAL SHOT. 


A Wronged Young Lady Seeks Re- 
dress with a Pistol. 


Miss Ella Barrow Fires Two Shots at Andrew 
Hay in the Lobby of the Postoffice—A 
Trifiing Wound Inflicted. 


The nsual quiet of our peaceable town 


past ten o'clock by the report of a pistol, 
‘which rang out upon the air, coming from 
the lobby of the postoftice, which at that 
hour is always crowded with people call- 
ing for their daily mail. The first shot 
‘was quickly followed by a second. which 
made it certain that it was not an acci- 
Investigation proved 
it to have been a deliberate attempt 
by Miss Ella Barrow upon the life of An- 
drew Hay, both residents of the district 
near Cahuenga Pass, some eight or nine 
miles we st of this city. 
THE SHOOTING. 

The circumstances of the shooting are 
about as follows: Mr. Hay went into the 
postoftice and got his mail, and turned 
aside to the little shelf along the wall in 
the lobby for png of persons 
who wish to write. Mr. W. H. Dyer, 
brother of O. T. Dyer, the Riverside 
banker, with others, were occupying the 
shelf, and Mr. Dyer crowded back so as to 
make room for Hay, who began read- 
ing a postal card he had just re- 


‘ceived. Only a minute elapsed until 
they were startled by the report 
of the pistol, and Mr. Dyer thought sure- 
ly he was siot at, from the proximity of 
the weapon, the powder burning his face. 
He looked up and saw a woman in front 
of him starting for the door. He made 
an exclamation, and the woman turned 
about and looked to see the effect of her 
shot. Noticing that Hay did not fall she 
coolly returned to him, he having as- 
sumed a stooping position, his back still 
toward her, and placing the pistol 
about the: centre of his back, pulled 
the trigger. Not being an expert in 
handling the weapon, the motion 
of pulling the trigger threw the muzzle of 
her pistol up, and instead of entering the 
man’s back the ball struck the wall 
some ten feet distant, and glancing 
upward struck the ceiling aud fell 
to the floor. Hay then discovered that 
he was the object of these devoted at- 
tentions and started to get out of the way. 
His movements’were very lively, and those 
of the woman, or girl—she is but seven- 
teen years old—were equally so. Mr. 
Dyer attempted to stay her, and grasped 
her by the clothing, but it was only a 
cloak and it was left in his hands, while 
the girl still pursued the flying form. Mr. 
S. H. Roberts was also standing near at the 
time of the shooting and joined in the 
chase, but at this juncture

and Mr. Roberts secured her and her pis 


tol, the police taking both in 
charge. | Miss Barrow was then 
tuken to jail and locked up. She 


expressed sorrow at her failure to accom- 
plish her purpose, and declared that she 
would yet carry out her determination. 
Hay made his way to the office of Dr. L. 
K. Riley, in the Larronde Block. where his 
wound was dressed by Dys. Riley and 
Clow. The only damage he had received 
was a scalp wound about an incb in length 
on the back of his head, near the crown 
and a little to the left of the genter. The 
wound was sewed up and will give him 
but little trouble. 

WHO THE PARTIES ARE. 


Miss Barrow is seventeen years of age, 
dark complexion, buxom, not particularly 
repossessing, but with a bright face and 
eye. Her father is Ireby Barrow, a re- 
spectable, hard-working farmer, formerly 
from Illinois, the father of sine 
children, all of whom, when not 
engaged in school, work on_ the 
farm or for neighboring ranchmen. Miss 
Barrow has been attending school until a 
short time ago, when Mr. Hay wanted 
some one to assist his wife in her domestic 
duties, and made an engagement with 
him, working tLere until last Sunday 
week.

MISS BARROW’S STATEMENT. 


story of her great wrong. She said she 
had been working for Mr. Hay some little 
time, and as he was coming into town one 
day she came with him to do some shop- 
ping. When all the errands were done 
they did not return home, but loitered 
about for some time, until about night. 
Then they got off homeward. Everything 
passed along pleasantly until when 
beyond Senator Cole’s place Hay 
drove out of the road toward the 
hills. She spoke of his being out of 
the road, and he told her he was taking a 
short cut home. When they had reached 
a ravine or gully he made excuse that there 
was something wrong with one of the 
horses’ bridles, and stopping the team 
got out to fixit. When he gotinto the 
wagon it was from the hind end, and walk- 
ing to the front began taking liberties 
with Miss Barrow. She resented the act 
and resisted, when he dragged her off the 
seat and on to the ground, where, she 
says, he covered her face with a white 
cloth, and in a very short time she was 
so stupefied asjto be incapable of resisting, 
although she was cognizant of what was 
occurring. She says that while in this 
condition he violated her person. When 
she became conscious he assisted her into 
the wagon and told her to say nothing of 
the occurrence, urging that if she did it 
would ruin her reputation. This was on 
Wednesday, March7th. She remained at 
his house until the Sunday following, 
having been sick all the time from the 
effect of the drug, when she went home. 
She then made a clean breast of the mat- 
ter to her parents. 


SUBSEQUENT DEVELOPMENTS. 


The day following this revelation she 
and her father came into town to consult 
an attorney in reference to a writ against 
Hay for rape. Arrangements were made, 
but the matter was delayed for the 
purpose of obtaining additional evidence. 


The case, the reporter learns, had been 

laid before the District Attorney and ac- 
tion was soon to have been commenced, 
when Miss Barrow became uneasy at the 
long delay, as it seemed to her, and con- 
cluded to settle the affair in a more sum- 
mary way. 

Miss Barrow’s brother accompanied her 

into town yesterday, and it was his pistol, 

a small, five-chambered, 32-calibre affair, 

that she used.
